The Arabsjire most troublesome 
In tbja regard and, with their nefarious 
business, the final object of which is the 
obtaining of ivory, for which they ex- 
change slaves whom tbey have captured 
for that purpose, are strongly intrenched 
In the country. The speaker showedhow 
they could be disposed of,ho»ever,and ad- 
vocated U strongly.
